I  give  aiming  many  rules,  three  that 
are  in«ies]»en*ial»le  .  lirat,  tliat  a  man 
miiHt  gain  the  confidence  of  the  pub- 
lic  a*  an  uprigljt,  honest,  conscientious 
man.  the  reby  retaining  the  faith  and 
gooilaill  or  all  w1m>U)  he  may  deal 
With  ;  second.  to  supply  the  Usl  that 
can  l»e  procurwl .  ami  third,  to  adver 
tise  these  fact*  in  every  j>rop«r 
and  feasible  manner  that  reflection 
an  l  f.»re*ight  can  suggest.  I  give 
herewith  an  illustration  of  the  ftdv&n 
tages  arising  from  the  alxive  condi 
tiona.  ^  1 

When  I  engaged  Jenny  Lind  to 
coiue  t*»  America  in  1851  2  the  price 
that  I  contracted  to  pay  her  was  so 
enormous  for  those  times  that  roost 
jiersons  thought  it  would  eff<*ct  nil 
tiu uncial  ruin.  But  1  knew  I  ha/i  the 
very  I  rest  nttra<'ti..n  of  the  kind  in  the 
World  at  that  time  ;  and  as  the  people 
would  find  that  out  as  soon  as  they 
heard  her  sing,  rny  first  endeavor  was 
to  contrive  to  get  them  to  attend  her 
earliest  concerts.  T<>  that  end  I 
adopted  every  conceivable  plan  that  I 
thought  U-st  yal culated  to  stir  up  the 
whole  country  into  a  wild  excitement 
lieforv  the  “Swedish  Nightingale,” 
"the  Divine  Jenny”  should  set  foot 
u)Nin  our  shores.  ’• 

Ill  my  “ A utobiograph v”  are  given 
numerous  devices  to  which  I  resorted 
for  this  pujHise.  I  knew  that  the  fab¬ 
ulous  sum  of  money  that  I  was  to  pay 
for  ln  r  dulcet  notes  would  of  itself  be 
a  big  advertisement ;  that  jieople 
would  begin  to  wonder -what  the  price 
of  tickets  would  have  tit  lie  iu  order 
even  to  reimburse  iiie;  that  many 
would  fear  they  would  not  be  able 
pav  the  price  charged,  etc. 

This  was  exactly  the  state  of  public 
feeling  a  week  before  her  arrival,  when 
I  announced  that,  in  order  to  give  all 
desirous  to  hear  Jenny  Lind  an  equal 
chance,  the  tickets  would  be  sold  at 
public  auction,  starting  at  the  nomi 
nal  of  three  dollars  per  ticket  It  was 
acknowledged  that  this  plan  was  fair, 
but  the  wonder  grew  as  to  bow 
many  times  the  “nominal  price”  the 
choice  seats  would  bring  in  this  public 
competition.  All  over  the  United 
States,  and  indeed,  Europe,  the  excited 
jieople  were  waiting  for  the  news  on 
this  iH»int  which  would  reach  them  as 
soon  as  jH*ssible  after  the  sale. 

For  tpn  days  preceding  the  auction 
the  newspapers  wore  full  of  predic¬ 
tions  regarding  the  price  of  tickets. 
Everybody  wanted  to  attend  the  first 
concert,  and  tyrders  from  all  parts  of 
the  country  were  sent  to  friends  in 
New  York  to  secure  tickets,  if  they 
could  be  1»  >ught  at  prices  that  were 
not  utterly  fabulous. 

It  is  every  man’s  business  to  exer 
cise  the  greatest  possible  foresight, 
whereby  his  calling  can  in  an  honest 
'way  l>e  made  most  profitable.  I  dear- 

df  Jenny  Lind  tickets  would  uecessa 
vily  Lave  m  the  existing  excited  state 
of  the  public  mind ;  and  that  the 
highei*  the  prices  obtained,  the  more 
would  the  frenzy  lie  increased.  There¬ 
fore,  three  days  before  the  auction 
of  concert  tickets  was  to  come  off, 
went  quietly  down  to  John  N.  Genin, 
a  popular  hat  maker,  and  told  him  ] 
had  a  secret  business  suggestion  to 
impart,  which,  if  shrewdly  managed, 
would,  as  I  believed,  help  him  thous 
ands  of  dollars  as  an,  advei-tisement. 

“What  is  it  t”  eagerly  asked  Mr. 
Genin. 

“Bid  off  the  first  Jenny  Lind  tick 
et,”  I  replied  ;  “and  the  higher  the 
price  paid,  the  greater  the  renown 
will  it  give  you  all  over  the  country 
within  twenty  four  hours  after  its  pur¬ 
chase.” 

Genin,  who  was  a  good  advertiser, 
instantly  saw  his  opportunity,  and 
seizing  my  hand,  with  an  air  of  de 
light,  he  eagerly  exclaimed,  “Barnum, 
yon  have  made  my  fortune.  This  is 
but  one  chance  iu  a  lifetime.  I  will 
buy  the  first  Jenuv  Lind  ticket,  bu,t  I 
will  not  mention  it,  even  to  my  wife, 
till  I  have  secured  it”  N 

On  rejection,  I  feared  that  this 
brilliant  idea  might  not  strike  any 
body  else,  and,  consequently  the  bid 
ding  would  not  run  very  high,  but  as 
I  knew  that  any  business  man  who 
bought  the  first  ticket  would  be 
great  gainer  thereby,  I  quietly  called 
on  Dr.  Bramlreth,  tlie  great  pill  maker, 
and  a  trememh >us  advertiser.  I  aske<  I 
for  a  private  interview.  The  doctor 
invited  me  into  his  office,  and  locking 
the  door,  pointed  to  an  easy  ai  m  chair 
and  then  said  in  a  low  voice, 

“Friend  Barnum,  what  is  up  ?” 

“A  migthy  big  thing  for  you,”  I  re 
plied,  “if  you  will  keep  it  a  profound 
secret  for  three  days.” 

The  Doctors  eyes  sparkled  with  de 
light  as  he  squeezed  my  hand,  and 
Baid  :  “Mv  dear  Barnum,  I  pledge 
honor  not  to  divulge  it  to  a  living  be 
ing(till  you  say  the  word  ” 

“Buy  the  first  Jenny  Lind  ticket  at 
auction  even  if  you  pay  high  for  it,”  I 
replied,  “and  let  every  newspaper  in 
America  anil  Europe  announce  that 
I>r.  Bramlreth,  Junior,  the  maker  of 
the  celebrated  ‘Brand reth’s  Pills,’  se¬ 
cured  the  first  Jenny  Lind  ticket,  at 
fifty  or  a  hundred  dollars,  as  the  case 
mv  be.” 

The  Doctor  smiled,  and  replied 
“Pretty  good,  Barnum,  especially  for 
you,  if  you  can  sell  a  ticket  at  that 
rate.” 

I  was  surprised  at  the  calmness  of 
his  reply,  and  said :  “Yes,  Doctor,  it 
may  be  good  for  me,  but  that  doesn’t 
prevent  it  front  being  a  successful 
stroke  of  policy  for  you.” 

The  Doctor  gave  me  a  sly  w  ink,  and 
merely  remarked:  Barnum,  we  all 
know  you  have  a  fertile  brain  and 
don’t  miss  any  chance  to  feather  your 
nest.  Your  foresight  is  A*markable, 
and  generally  quite  profitable.” 

Nettled  by  the  Doctor’s  temporary 
obtuseness,  I  replied :  “Dr.  Bran- 
dreth,  I  have  long  admired  your  inge¬ 
nious  methods  of  advertising  ‘Bran- 
dreth’s  Pills,’  but  if  you  can’t  see  the 
vuJue  t  >  your  business  of  my  suggest¬ 
ion,  I  beg  to  say  you  will  surely  re¬ 


gret  it  when  that  first  Jenny  land 
ticket  falls  into  other  hands 

The  Doctor  was  *o  strongly  1m 
p>re«*»ed  that  my  idea  was  a  purely 
L-lfish  one  that  several  minute* 
elapsed  before  be  began  to  see  that, 
notwithstanding  I  should  l«e  l«enefited 
bv  the  proposed  plan,  it  would  not 
prevent  hun  from  reaping  a  harvest  at 
the  same  Uute  He  then  said  :  I 
thauk  voa  for  the  hint.  Hr  Barnum 
Perhaps*  twenty  or  thirty  dollars  ex 
juried  for  the  first  Ueket  would  nut 
je  a  bail  investment ;  so  I  will  send 
mv  cashier  to  the  auction,  with  in 
struct i- ms  to  make  a  liberal  bid." 

Bidding  the  Doctor  good  bye,  I 
walked  down  Broadway  feeling  that 
Illyrian  had  put  two  worthy  and  am 
bitioua  gentlemen  into  a  frame  of 
mind  that  would  result  in  greater 
erLit  fur  the  Jenny  Iind  enterprise 
On  Saturday,  Septeud^r  7th.  1*50, 
three  thousand  anxious  persons  en 
tered  Castle  Garden,  New  York,  to  at 
tend  the  eale  of  the  Jenny  Lind  Uckets, 
notwithstanding  the  fact  that  the  les 
sees  of  the  Garden  made  their  usual 
charge  of  twelve  and  one  half  cents 
for  crossing  the  bridge  and  thus,  se 
curing  admission  to  their  premie*-* 
Dr.  Brandreth’s  cashier  and  Genin  s 
book-keeper  were  in  the  audience,  each 
unaware  of  the  presence  and  purpose 
of  the  other.  The  auctioneer  mount 
(h1  his  stand,  and  calling  “order,  said 
with’ great  impressiveness:  “Ladies 
and  gentlemen,  I  am  now  going  to  of¬ 
fer  you  the  first  choice  of  a  seat  w  ith 
privilege  of  ten  seats  at  the  same 
pirice,  for  the  first  concert  in  America 
of  the  world-renowned  Swedish  Night 
ingale.  Mademoiselle  Jenny  Lind. 

A  rustle  of  expectation  throughout 
the  vast  edifice  was  beard  for  a  few 
moments,  and  then  ensued  a  profound 
silence.  “’SYhat  am  I  offered  f”  asked 
the  auctioneer. 

Twenty  five  dollars  !”  startled  the 
audience,  nobody  know  ing  that  it  was 
bid  by  Dr.  Brandreth’s  cashier.  The 
vast  multitude  held  its  breath  for  a 
moment,  when  “Fifty  dollars !’  was 
heard.  The  audience  could  not  with¬ 
hold  a  rousing  cheer. 

“Seventy-five  dollars !” 

“One  hundred  dollars  1”  followed  in 
quick  succession,  and  after  the  lapse 
of  half  a  minute,  as  the  auctioneer  was 
about  to  knock  it  dowu,  “A  hundred 
and  fifty  dollars  !”  from  Genius  agent 
electrified  the  listeners. 

’’Two  hundred  dollars!”  quickly 
came  like  a  clap)  of  thunder. 

“Two  hundred  and  twenty  five  dol 
lars!”  exclaimed  a  voice  in  a  strong 
and  determined  tone. 

The  three  thousand  ladies  and  gen 
tlenien  present  were  fairly  bewildered. 
A  minute  e lapsed,  when  the  auctioneer 
who  had  not  had  a  chance  to  open  his 
mouth  since  the  bidding  commenced, 
said : 

“Is  this  the  last  bid,  gentlemen? 
Bid  quick  or  you  lose  it.  Going,  go¬ 
ing,  gone.  Who  is  the  lucky  pur¬ 
chaser  ?” 

“John  N.  Genin,  the  hatter!”  cried 
a  stentorian  voice.  The  audience 

seemed  thunderstruck,  .but  iu  au  in¬ 
stant  there  went  up,  “lTiree  cueers 

for  Genin,  the  hatter!”  which  were  dis 
tinctly  heard  on  the  main  land  and  re¬ 
verberated  around  the  world. 

I  saw  Mr.  Genin  soon  after  the  auc¬ 
tion  was  over,  congratulated  him  on 
his  piluck  and  success,  and  asked  him 
out  of  curiosity  how  much  he  would 
have  paid  for  that  choice  seat  rather 
than  have  missed  its  purchase.  He 
replied:  * 

I  told  my  book  keeper  to  bid  as  high 
as  a  thousand  dollars,  if  necessary; 
aud  then,  as  he  knew  how  my  bank 
account  stood,  he  might  use  his  own 
discretion.” 

Dr.  Brandreth  told  me  the  next  day 
tliat  he  limited  his  cashier  to  two  hun¬ 
dred  dollars,  not  dreaming  that  any 
one  else  would  bid  half  that;  “but,”  he 
added,  “I  had  bettor  have  p>aid  five 
thousand  dollars  than  to  have  missed 
seeming  the  first  Jennie  Lind  ticket. 
Such  a  splendid  chance  for  notoriety 
wtll  never  again  offer.” 

Genin  made  a  fortune  out  of  it. 
His  hats  were  bought  by  nearly  every¬ 
body;  and  as  he  was  careful  to  make 
a  good  article,  well  worth  the  price 
paid,  he  secured  thousands  of  perma¬ 
nent  customers.  Almost  every  man 
visiting  New  York  was  sure  to  wear 
home  a  “Genin  hat,”  thus  causing  his 
neighbors  to  envy  him  till  they  in  turn 
secured  a  similar  prize. 

In  Dubuque,  Iowa,  it. was  told  that 
twenty  or  thirty  men  were  awaiting 
at  the  post-office  the  arrival  of  the 
mail  containing  a  newspaper  account 
of  the  Jenny  Lind  ticket  sale.  One 
man  seized  the  piapier  and  read  aloud 
to  his  anxious  friends:  “The  first 
Jenny  Lind  ticket  sold  for  two  hun¬ 
dred  and  twenty  five  dollars  to  Genin, 
the  hatter!” 

Every  man  present’  involuntarily 
took  off  his  hat  to  see  if  it  was  made 
by  Genin.  Sure  enough,  oue  mau 
who  wore  an  old  hat  not  worth  fifty 
cents  found  Genin ’s  name  in  it.  He 
instantly  became  the  hero  of  the  hour. 
All  shook  hands  with  him  and  ten¬ 
dered  their  congratulations.  One  gen¬ 
tleman  exclaimed: 

“My  dear  sir,  that  hat  is  valuable. 
Preserve  it  carefully,  and  hand  it  dowu 
as  an  heir  loom.” 

Another  man  ciilled  out Jim,  you 
are  lucky,  but  don’t  be  mean.  Give  us 
all  a  chance;  set  up  your  Genin  hat 
at  auction.” 

“Jim,”  not  being  overburdened  with 
cash,  and  caring  more  for  money  than 
heir  looms,  acceded  to  this  proposition. 
Taking  the  hat  from  his  head  he  cried 
out :  “Here  she  goes,  goes !  Give  us 
a  fair  bid  for  the  real  Genui  hat !” 

The  first  bid  was  one  dollar,  and 
withm  the  space  of  five  minutes  it 
was  knocked  down  at  seven  dollars 
and  fifty  eents,  and  paid  for. 

Newspapers  and  magazines  all  over 
the  country,  and  indeed  in  all  coun¬ 
tries,  spoke  of  Genius  achievement. 
The  London  Times  devoted  nearly  two 
columns  to  the  Jenny  Lind  excite¬ 
ment  in  America,  the  auction  sale  of 
tickets,  and  “Genin,  the  hatter,”  and 
said  that  at  the  first  concert  Mr. 
Genin  ought  himself  to  occupy  the 
prize  seat,  and  have  a  huge  hat  Bus- 
pended  over  it  so  that  the  purchaser 
might  be  recognized  by  the  audience. 


Of  durse  ail  these  thing*  lm night 
grist  to  my  mill  by  helping  to  mere*** 
the  excitement  over  what  was  un¬ 
doubtedly  the  greatest  musical  tri 
omph  «*f  any  age  **r  country. 

Somebody  sent  a  prwrn  to  a  Western 
journal.  l*eginning  :  “Old  friend,  com 
pan  mo  of  iny  youth,  a  bumpier  to  the 
brm.  But  whan  the  emup* tutor  tor 
tured  “bum par**  iuto  “bummer"  there 
wa»  a  mar  m  the  office,  and  the  eilitor 
was  obliged  to  wear  crutches  for  two 
weeks
